aged I I and 9 years, respectively. 
They are on their way from Seda- 
lia. Mo., to Bremen, Germany,and 
will make the entire journey with­ 
out a guardian.

waited in Matron Hunser’s room 
for their train declared theey wer 
the 
youngest 
tourists who 
ever 
passed through St. Louis unattend­ 
ed on such a long trip. 
They are not being treated as ir- 
resonsible youths who cannot find 
their w ay and must be placed in 
the custody of conductors, station 
masters and sea captains until they 
reach their destination. W hen their 
mother prepared them 
for their 
journey she did not betray any such 
lack of faith in their ability to care 
for themselves and the would prob­ 
ably have resented it if she had. 
She had an abundance of faith 
in her boys, and gave the funds 
necessary to carry them to their 
destination into the custody of Her­ 
bert. 
She purchased their tickets 
for St. Louis, and, upon their ar­ 
rival at Union station, Herbert pro­ 
cured transportation to N ew \ ork, 
paying for

wtih several bills 
which he took from a large roll in 
his pocket.

“ W e will be in Germany ten or 
twelve years, and unless mamma 
can come to us, we will not see her 
during that time. 
“ But we are Americans and will 
return to this country 
when we 
get our education, if 
mamma is 
living. 
W e will work for her and 
will 
be 
able 
to 
buy her a nice 
home and plenty of good clothes. 
She works hard 
in Sedalia and 
maybe she is just as 
well off with­ 
out us to care for. 
“ Our uncla in (jermany is rich 
and has a fine farm with a big 
house on it. 
He holds some kind 
of office and 
has infiuence. 
He 
says he will give us a fine educa­ 
tion and will treat ui as his chil­ 
dren. 
That will be nice and we 
will return his kindness by being 
good bovs and attending to our du­ 
ties. 
“ No, I am not afraid to carry so 
much money. 
I will never leave 
railroad stations and will not go 
where there is danger of losing my 
roll of bills.

General M anager Doddridge, of 
the Missouri Pacific, has received 
an avalanche of protests from the 
business men of Joplin and all the 
towns in the Joplin district rela­ 
tive to a change in train service 
for the Southwest Missouri di­ 
vision, know n as the Lexington 
and Southern, which seriously de­ 
layed the arrival of mails from St. 
Louis and the east, says the Globe- 
Democrat. 
Heretofore the fast 
mail, leaving this city at 3 o’clock 
in the morning over the Missouri 
Pacific, connected at Pleasant Hill 
w ith the train leaving Kansas City 
at 9 o’clock over the Lexington 
and 
Southern 
division, 
carry- 
ing 
the 
mails 
and 
passengers 
from St. Louis and the east to 
Harrisonville, 
Butler, 
Rich 
Hill, Nevada, 
Lamar, Carthage, 
W ebb City, Carterville and J o p ­ 
lin, arriving at Joplin at 4 p. m. 
A change was recently made in the 
schedule of the train leaving K an ­ 
sas City in the morning for points 
on the Lexington and Southern di­ 
vision, and under its operation 
Pleasant Hill was reached prior tfo 
the arrival of the fast mail from St. 
Louis. 
This practically destroyed the 
usefulness of the service and caused 
a storm of dissatisfaction among 
the business men of Southwest 
Missouri. 
General Manager Dod­ 
dridge makes the following state- 
‘ ^ment in explanation : 
' 
“ In regard to our train service 
to Joplin breaking connection with 
the Missouri Pacific fast mail train 
at Pleasant Hill, the time-card re­ 
cently inaugurated was adopted by 
m y subordinate officials, without 
referring to this office. 
It was 
manifestly a mistake, and as soon 
as it was brought to my attention 
instructions w’cre issued to correct 
the same, which will be done as 
soon as a time-card can be pre­ 
pared and printed. 
“ W e expect to give better serv­ 
ice, so far as the mail is concerned, 
than heretofore. 
The train con­ 
necting with the fast mail will 
leave Kansas City about 8 a. m., 
arriving at Joplin about 2 -.30 p. 
m., and at intermediate points at a 
corresponding earlier hour.” 
The new schedule, as proposed, 
to become operative January 14, 
will effect a saving of about two 
hours in the time of arrival at all 
the principal towns in Southwest 
Missouri and direct connection will 
be made at Pleasant Hill with the 
fast mail from St. Louis.

Julia Morrison, the Actress, on 
Trial for Murder. 


TRAGEDY ON THE STAGE 


The KilliDgrof Managrer Frank Leiden 
At tbe Opera House in tliat- 
tanoosra, Tenn. 


The trial by jury of Julia M orri­ 
son, the actress, who shot and killed 
F rank Leiden, stage manager and 
leading man of the “ Mr. Plaster of 
Paris” company, in Chattanooga, 
T enn., in ^September last, began 
yesterday. 
All Chattanooga is deeply inter­ 
ested, and the prediction is made 
that the prosecution will find it 
impossible to convict. 
Society women discuss the affair 
in the parlor and at the club meet­ 
ings. 
They say Miss Morrison did 
as most good women would have 
done under the circumstances. 
A 
few declare she should have turned 
over the m atter to her husband, 
F rank H . James, but even they 
hope for her acquittal. 
Men of all 
classes applaud her act, and pow­ 
erful influence will be brought to 
bear in her behalf. 
A t the Mountain City club, the 
most exclusive social organization 
in Eastern Tennessee, the trial is 
the one 
topic 
of conversation. 
M any of its members have called 
at the jail to inquire as to Miss 
Morrison’s health, and they are 
suspected of being the senders of 
many bouquets, unaccompanied by 
cards, received by the accused ac­ 
tress. 
Tbe unfortunate woman is re­ 
garded as a heroine. 
Her cell is 
fitted with all the luxuries of a 
home, and its air is kept fragrant 
with the perfumes of daily contri­ 
butions of roses, violets and exot­ 
ics sent by sympathizing friends 
and admirers. 
But all of this is so much veneer 
to the beautiful actress. 
She is in­ 
tensely religious and a Roman 
Catholic. 
On the wall of her cell 
is a crucifix and before it a prie- 
dieu. 
Here she kneels for several 
hours each day and prays for mercy. 
H er grief is pitiful. 
W ith her hair streaming down 
her back and her 
head in 
her 
hands, she weeps softly and utters 
inaudible but terribly earnest ap­ 
peals to God. 
Impaneling a jury of twelve men 
capable of impartially trying Julia 
Morrison for murder will doubtless 
prove the hardest task ever under­ 
taken by a prosecuting attorney in 
the south. 
So widespread and in­ 
tense is the interest in the case that 
a man who has not formed an 
opinion of it is not believed to ex­ 
ist in that or surrounding counties. 
The killing of Frank Leiden by 
Julia Morrison occurred on the 
stage of the new opera house in 
Chattanooga, on the evening of 
September 22 last, before a large 
audience. 
The shooting and sub- 
. sequent sinking to the floor of the 
murdered man were supposed to 
be a part of the play, and the spec­ 
tators applauded the remarkable 
realism of the affair. 
N ot until a surgeon was called 
for did they realize that they had 
witnessed a genuine tragedy. 
Miss Morrison claimed
